Happy New Year! I hope all is well. 

I'm reaching out for an update and then assistance on moving some of our 
Westwood priorities forward. 

Can you please update me on the progress to launch the Parking Benefit 
Districts that will return a portion of parking revenues back to their 
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communities of origin? Last we spoke, you said LADOT needed to staff a 
position to oversee this program and it would happen in early 2018. We have a 
number of transportation "shovel-ready" projects ready to fund that would 
make a difference in our district and also prove the program can be successful. 

Next, we would like to prioritize improvements to the Broxton parking 
structure. The garage was not pressure washed or painted in 2017. The 
pay-on-foot equipment is still not in place. The retail spaces are still 
unattractive and long-term vacancies persist.
